The United States pcstuftJce depart- 
ment bas bsued advertisements invit- 
ing proposals for carrying the mails 
on all star routes in this section of tbe 
country for four years from July 1. 
l'jQ3. This general advertisement is 
issued under tbe new regulation liiait- 
inft the bidding to those persons who 
will agree, in the event of the service 
being awarded to them, to give the 
service their persona! supervision,-and 
to reside on or contiguous to the route. 
This will prevent tbe speculative con- 
tracting thai has been so largely prac- 
ticed in recent years, some speculat- 
ing contractors getting large numbers 
of contracts for carrying star routes 
in many parts of the country and sub- 
letting the same to persons residing 
along tbe routes. The old system has 
led to some ridiculously low bidding, 
with results far from satisfactory to 
tbe public. 
Below are shown some of the routes 


in this county, and tbe pay for carry- 
ing tbe same'received by the contrac- 
tors and sub-contractors:

Another and still more important 


feature of the new contracts will be a 
clause providing that star route carri- 
ers shall deliver mail to people resid- 
ing along their routes, in a manner 
similar to the rural free delivery ser- 
vice now in jogue. The regulations 
governing this proposed service are as 
follows: 
"In addition to carrying the mails 
to the various postoflttces on the star 
routes covered by this advertisement, 
the carrier on each route (except 
where otherwise specifically stated) 
will be also required to deliver mail 
into all boxes and hang small bags or 
satchels containing mail on cranes or 
posts that may be erected alop; tbe 
route, under tbe following conditions: 


"Any 
person living on or near any 
star route herein described, and not 
within tae corporate limits of any 
town or within SO rods of any postof- 
rice. who desires bis mail deposited at 
-i given point on tbe line of tbe route 
by the carrier on said route may pro- 
vide and erect a suitable box or crane 
on the roadside, located in such man- 
ner as to be reached as conveniently 
as practicable by the carrier without 
dismounting from tbe vehicle or horse, 
and such person shall tile with the 
oostmaster at tbe post-office to which 
his mail is addressed (which snail be 
one of the two postotBces on the route 
oa either side of and next to the Box 
or crane) a request in writing for the 
deli very of his mail to the carrier on 
the route for deposit at thedes^gnated 
point, at tbe risk of the risk of tbe 
addressee. The small bag or satchel 
dbove described, as well as tbe box or 
crane, must be_ provided by the person 
for whose use it is intended without 
expense to the Department. 
•'It shall be the duty of the post- 
master at every such postoffice, upon 
d written order from aa? person liviug 
on or near the star route, to deliver to 
the proper mail carrier for that route 
any mail matter—placing it in the 
respective satchels, where such are 
used, the mail for tbe persons to whom 
tbe satchels belong—with instructions 
as to the proper mail box or crane at 
which said mail matter shall be de- 
posited; but registered mail shall not 
be so delivered unless expressly re- 
quested by the by addressee in bis 
written order. No mail matter so dc- j 
livered to a carrier shall be carried 
past another postoffice on the route 
before being deposited into a mail box 
or bung on a crane or post. 
"The carrier on the star route w:l!,be 


required to receive from any post- 
master en tbe route any mail matter 
or private mail satchel that maybe 
entrusted to him, outside of tbe usaai 
mail bag, and shall carry such mail 
matter or private mail satchel to and 
deposit it into tbe proper mail box or 
bang It on the proper mail crane 
placed on the line of the route for 
this purpose; and to take the mail 
satchel, where one is used, from the 
mail crane or post and carry it to tbe 
oostoffice: such service by tbe carrier 
to be without charge to the addres- 
sees. 
"Tbe mail carriers must be of good 
character and of sufficient intelliirfr - 
to properly handle and depotittbe 
mail akw* tbe routes."
